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Town Manager Says Dukakis’ Letter 
Pre-dated BASF’s Interest In Site

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony yesterday downplayed a re- 
port that Gov. Michael Dukakis favored another city in competi- 
tion with Andover for a major industrial plant that would employ 
over 1,000 workers. 

Although the town manager says he was initially ‘‘very 
steamed” over Mr. Dukakis’ letter to German audio-visual tape 
manufacturer BASF Corp., which pushed Worcester as a prime 
plant site, he later discovered the missive was issued long before 
Andover was involved in the project. 

BASF became keenly interested in Andover land located near 
routes 495 and 93 early this summer while the letter was written 
‘as far back as last fall, I believe,’’ said Mr. Mahony. 

“The decision will be made in Germany,”’ he said. ‘‘As far as | 
know, we’re still in the running.”’ 

One indication BASF is still interested in Andover came last 
week when company representatives inspected property owned 
by William Callahan off River Road near the Marriott Hotel, 
land Mr. Mahony says would be “‘a perfect fit’’ for the proposed 
) plant. “It meets our zoning bylaws exactly.” 

Not only would BASF be willing to train non-English speaking 
Lawrence residents, but many high-tech employees who lost jobs 
in recent industry cutbacks would also benefit, he said. 

BASF ‘“‘would be an excellent complement to the major com- 
panies we’ve got here already,’’ such as Raytheon Co., Digital 
Corp. and other corporate giants, said Mr. Mahony. 
ie When the town manager first heard about the letter, which he 

} acknowledges he has never seen, ‘‘Oh God, I was steamed,”’ he 
said. ‘‘Andover pays its taxes; we pay a lot of taxes to people all 
over the state.”

The Worcester site, located by the 
University of Massachusetts Medi- 
cal School, has drawbacks such as 
utility relocation, said Mr. Mahony.

Handweaving Exhibit To Open

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School Phobia: When Children 
Dread Leaving Home’s Security 


For most children, going to school is 
exciting—even fun—despite occasional 
anxieties. For others, it’s a lesson in ter- 
ror. These children don’t spring out of bed 
in the morning, eager to join friends, In- 
stead they linger at home as long as they 
can, overcome by feelings of dread at the 
thought of school. 

According to Dr. Lionel Hersov, profes- 
sor of psychiatry and pediatrics at the 
University of Massachusetts Medical 
Center in Worcester and an authority on 
childhood anxiety disorders, these chil- 
dren are incapacitated by school refusal 
(also known as school phobia). 

Although anxiety about separation 
from his or her mother is usually at the 
root of the problem, the average school- 
age child can cope with the anxiety, Dr. 
Hersov explains. ‘However, for the child 
with school refusal, the anxiety becomes 
too great to contain. So the problem is not 
so much going to school, but rather not 
being able to leave home.” 

According to Dr. Hersov there really 
isn’t a ‘‘typical’’ child who is prone to 
school phobia. The problem is equally dis- 
tributed among boys and girls, although it 
is sometimes more common among girls 
before the age of puberty. In his experi- 
ence, school phobia is slightly more com- 
mon in the only child and in the youngest 
sibling of a family with a wide age gap 
between the youngest child and next old- 
est. 

Although the dominant cause is anxiety 
about separation from the mother—com-

monly called separation anxiety disor- 
der—there may be other factors, such as 
the loss of a school friend who moves 
away. Influences in the home also can 
trigger school phobia. 

“Children of elderly parents or those 
who are sickly in infancy can become 
what we call ‘vulnerable children.’ These 
children are special, and the parents may 
have a different set of attitudes toward 
them,’ Dr. Hersov says. 

Whatever the cause, school refusal ter- 
rifies children and agonizes their parents, 
who feel helpless and undermined. And it 
can occur out of the blue, at any age. Par-

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Parents Can Ease Anxiety 
Of A Visit To The Doctor's 


Back-to-school rituals. Parents know 
them well. Unlike shopping for new 
clothes and notebooks, however, getting 
the children’s physical exams is a duty 
nobody eagerly anticipates. 

Nevertheless, there are ways to make 
the process rewarding for both child and 
parents, says Dennis Markovitz, family 
practitioner on the staff of Winchester 
Hospital. 

Preparation is key. During the year 
parents should observe certain devel- 
opmental areas such as school progress, 
making friends and self-confidence. 

“Others have stated that this is a 
child’s work,”’ ays Dr. Markovitz. ‘‘Just 
as a parent’s job is his or her work, devel- 
oping confidence and making friends is a 
child’s work. A doctor will want to know 
how a child is doing in these areas.”’ 

As the date for the exam approaches, 
make a list of questions and concerns. 
That way, you’re certain of getting them 
answered. Talk to your children about the 
exam so they know what to expect. De- 
pending on their ages, you may need to 
allay their fears. 

‘Children who are five to seven have 
active imaginations and their fears are 
very real,’ Dr. Markovitz says. ‘‘Inevi- 
tably, children worry about shots. In most 
cases, they should have had all of them 
by the age of 5, so parents can be reassur- 
ing.” 

Due to outbreaks of measles in various 
parts of the country, however, many ma- 
jor medical authorities are recommend- 
ing a secondary measles booster shot. 
Check with your doctor, both for your 
child and yourself. 

Be sensitive to the fact that your chil- 


dren may want to see the doctor or nurse 
alone. They’ll usually tell you when that 
time comes. Also be aware that many 
doctors like to see the child for a few min- 
utes without the parent to help establish a 
relationship. 

The doctor may ask questions and let 
them know what to expect, especially if 
anything is likely to hurt. The child will 
be weighed and measured and his vision 
and hearing will be checked. 

The doctor will check heart, lungs, 
stomach and other organs as well as 
breasts (boys and girls) and external gen- 
italia, recommend appropriate tests 
(such as blood, TB, etc.), check the 
child’s inoculation record and ask if there 
are questions. 

“As children get older, they may have 
questions they want to ask confidentially. 
Hopefully, the parents will respect their 
wishes and give them the privacy they 
need,” says Dr. Markovitz. 

The exam is an ideal time to help chil- 
dren learn to deal with peer pressure. 
“Kids and parents need to see that no 
child is perfect. Kids tease each other 
about being too short or too fat. An exam 
can help clarify what normal ranges real- 
ly are and also determine and reinforce a 
child’s self-confidence.” 

A back-to-school exam also provides 
the opportunity to cover safety issues, 
says Dr. Markovitz. ‘‘Safety on buses, in 
cars (especially drinking and driving 
with adolescents) and injury avoidance in 
sports can be discused.”’ 

Lastly, an exam an assure children 
they’re normal and healthy and the 
parents that they’re doing a good job of 
nurturing their child.

ents may begin to notice frequent complaints of stomach aches, 
headaches, nausea and so on. Mornings before school, children 
are tense and unable to eat breakfast. Sometimes they lock 
themselves in the bathroom, pleading to stay home. Others actu- 
ally get out the door, but halfway to school, panic and turn back. 


“The majority of these symptoms disappear over weekends 
and holidays and when the child is allowed to stay home,” says 
Dr. Hersov. But these children can’t stay home forever, he adds, 
and the challenge for the clinician is to help them overcome their 


terror and get back to school.

Developers of the stately Network 
property are looking to split its palatial 
grounds into a five-lot ‘premiere devel- 
opment.”

The agent feels the current subdivision 
plans will find a buyer once it receives 
preliminary approval from the town. 

Engineer Alfred Shaboo of Design En- 
gineering doesn’t anticipate much diffi- 
culty in winning the town’s sanction. 

““We didn’t go anywhere near the maxi- 
mum density,’”’ he said. ‘‘And we stayed 
as far away from the wetlands, if you 
could call them that, as possible.”

Pilot Program Slated For West Elem. 


By Lisa A. Boudreau 


Even though the School Committee approved a pi- 
lot before- and after-school activities program at 
West Elementary School, don’t expect to see the pro- 
gram underway until January, said Joan Pearson, 
director of the town’s Department of Community 
Services. 

Mrs. Pearson, a casualty of the town budget cuts 
who will be leaving the DCS just as the program is 
planned to get underway, says she was surprised to 
get the go-ahead last week. 

“Tt’s taken four years to get the OK from them,” 
she said. 

The program, called Kids Clubs, will provide one 
hour of before-school activites between 7 and 8:15 
a.m. and three hours of after-school activities be- 
tween 3:15 and 6 p.m., she said. A similar program 
was proposed in May, 1985, she said, but it never re- 
ceived School Committee approval. 

One reason for her surprise, she said, was the un- 
certainty of who would oversee the beets once her 
job is terminated in December of t is year. Half the 
DCS staff was eliminated by Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony in an attempt to trim the budget by cutting 
positions and relocating the department to the town 
manager’s Office. 

Before Mrs. Pearson leaves she will be looking to 
hire an administrator/activities director for the West 
Elementary program. 

“T’m looking for someone with administration 
skills to set up the program and run the activities,” 
she said. “I’ll be looking for someone with even 
stronger skills, now that I know I won’t be here for 
that person to fall back on come December.”’ 

The morning one-hour program will cost $17.50 
each week and will provide snacks and quiet activ- 


ities before the school day starts. The after-school 
program will cost $50 each week and inlude a variety 
of organized activities, ranging from athletics to 
crafts, said Mrs. Pearson. 

West Principal Jack Coyle said he welcomes the 
program in his school. 

“T think it’s been proven by the Shawsheen pro- 
gram ( between-kindergarten session care) that there 
is a need for early-day and late-day care. Parents 
who work need this provided for children’s safety,” 
he said. 

_ Right now the program is its final stages of plan- 
ning, said Mrs. Pearson. And registration for the tar- 
geted 20 children for January hasn’t begun yet. 
Depending on the success of the program this year 
and available space next year, Mrs. Pearson said the 
number of children could increase to 40.

On The Brink Of Fall 


Whoever coined the term ‘“‘fall’’ as a syno- 
nym for autumn had a good grasp of the 
change of seasons. After all, the end of sum- 
mer is marked by a lot of falling. All around 
us, we see—and feel—the evidence. 

First, of course, there is the fall in the tem- 
perature. High temperatures now are not in 
the 80s, but in the 70s. Days are balmy enough 
for long shorts, and nights are cool enough for 
light sweaters. Although this summer wasn’t 
as sweltering as last, the new season is still 
greeted by most as one of the most comfort- 
able weather patterns. 

Bringing the cooler air is darkness, which 
formerly held off until after 8 p.m. Now it has 
the temerity to fall at 7:40. That’s as of this 
writing; each week, daylight concedes another 
10 minutes. And it won’t be long before early 
evening activities we take for granted, like 
cookouts and neighborhood baseball games, 
will be retired until next spring. 

A different kind of falling is that of children 
tumbling out of bed to face the new school 
year—reluctantly, no doubt, and with a trace 
of disbelief that the once long-awaited summer 
vacation could speed by. Now that some Amer- 
ican school administrators are questioning the 
wisdom of three consecutive months off from 
school, those long summer afternoons may be- 
come cherished for their rarity. 

Even the most sacred icon of New England 
autumns—the colored leaf that, well, falls— 


can already be sighted in places on our way to 
work. We hope that this is merely a case of a 
few leaves trying to get a head start on the 
others, and not a troublesome symptom of pol- 
luted air. Pruning shears will soon be traded in 
for rakes as the duty that claims fall weekends 
is collecting and bagging strewn leaves. Of 
course, it’s not fun to rake a big pile unless you 
can fall into it. 

Starting Monday, holidays start to fall closer 
and closer together on the calendar. Labor, Co- 
lumbus and Veterans’ days are around the cor- 
ner. If you think a holiday is a holiday, the 
secretary of state’s office has news for you: its 
citizen information service lets people know 
which holidays are ‘‘restricted’’ and require a 
permit to operate a business, and which are 
not. Labor Day, incidentally, is. But time 
knows no category, and the days will march on 
toward harvest festivals and farm stands mar- 
keting pumpkins that herald Thanksgiving 
and, dare we say it, Christmas. 

Everything is falling. But, if it seems as 
though we are in the midst of a Chicken Little 
revival, there are at least two things that are 
reversing the trend. They are the bee popula- 
tion, which is seeing its annual rise, and the 
Red Sox, who are finally playing winning base- 
ball after slumbering through the summer. 
But, as everyone knows, both bees and the Red 
Sox are guaranteed to die after their first 
sting.

\ For example, that tantalizing Italian 
sausage is about 390 calories. Add in the 
calories from the fat it is cooked in and 
the numbers start to climb. The all-Amer- 
ican hot dog is a better choice at 140 cal- 
ories, but it is still high in cholesterol and 
fat. It’s also very high in sodium (550 mil-

They’re high in calories and sodium 
and it is easy to consume quite a few. 

“Those baseball classics, peanuts and 
popcorn, are much better choices,” ex- 
plains Ms. Long. ‘‘Especially if the pop- 
corn is unbuttered, it’s low in calories, 
low in cholesterol and high in fiber. 
Shelled, unsalted peanuts are also a fairly 
good snack choice compared to fries 
cooked in fat. 

Soft pretzels are also a good choice, 
especially if you can get them with sesa- 
me seeds instead of salt. When available, 
frozen yogurt, which is very low in fat 
and cholesterol, is healthier than ice 
cream and tastes just as cool and 
creamy,’’ Ms. Long said. 

Beer and soda don’t rate high nutritio- 
nally, however a light beer will contain a 
third less calories than a regular beer. 
Soda is mostly water and sugar. There 
are close to nine teaspoons of sugar in a 
12-ounce can. Diet soda is low in calories 
and nutrition, but artificial sweeteners 
are not recommended for children and 
pregnant women. 

“Tf you can pack a cooler, eating 
healthy away from home is easy,” says 
Ms. Long. She recommends bringing tur- 
key or lean roast beef sandwiches. 

“Just think before you eat,” urges Ms. 
Long. ‘‘Popcorn, pretzels, peanuts and 
pizza are available at just about every 
outdoor event.”

applying for grants. They also act as 
a watchdog to monitor how schools 
spend state money for special educa- 
tion. 

To offset $1.6 million in cuts from 
a $15 million budget, Commissioner 
Raynolds submitted a proposal to 
the state education board that would 
close offices in North Adams, Lake- 
ville and Arlington in the Greater 
Boston area. 

Boston would still be helped, said 
Mr. Melikian, but services would be 
consolidated in the Andover, Chico- 
pee and West Boylston centers. 

The state board has appointed a 
subcommittee to research budget 
options. The board will hear its find- 
ings and discuss the cutbacks Tues- 
day, Sept. 19. 

“We need to look closely at the 
budget so we can continue to deliver 
services to schools that need help,” 
said Mr. Melikian.

ommendation from Richard Barron, 
director of the schools’ food serv- 
ices, for the price increases. The 
prices for student lunches at the el- 
ementary schools will remain the 
same, and all adult meals will in- 
crease 25 cents as well. 

This is the second school lunch 
price hike in as many years. Last 
year the prices were increased 15 
cents, said Assistant Superintendent 
Francis Paul. Decreased revenues 
and increased labor costs, along 
with the greater number of half days 
at the schools, have contributed to 
the need for the price hikes, said Mr. 
Barron. 

Previously there were just two or 
three in-service days, on which 
lunch is not served. But cafeteria 
staff, who came to work to clean, 
used to be paid for a full day’s work, 
said Mr. Barron. The number of in- 
service days has increased to seven 
this year, and staff members will no 
longer be paid for those days. De- 
spite the savings on staffers’ sala- 
ries, no lunch means no revenue for 
the food services division. 

Mr. Paul and Mr. Barron will also 
be looking into ways to step up par- 
ticipation in the school lunch pro-
